BELGRADE, Aug. 19.—The Committee of the 
Servian Progressists party attendeda ban- 
quentat Topola.

Itis suspected 
that the arsenic was placed in the food inten- 
tionally, with the object of killing those who 
partook of it andthe crime was committed 
by political opponents ofthe Progressists. 


Peace in Ceatral America, 


San SALVADOR, Via La Libertad, Aug. 19.— 
A telegram has been received by Gen. Carlos 
Ezeta, Provisional President of San Salvador, 
from Dr. Galendo, confidential agent at 
Guatomala, saying a treaty of peace has been 
arranged. The treaty is said to be very favor- 
able to Saivador. Allthe demands made by 
Ezeta have been acceeded to by the Guate- 
malian Government. Dr. Galendo will leave 
Guatemala to-day and meet Gen. Ezeta 
here to-morrow to close the agree- 
ment. Gen. Ezeta has countermanded 
his order to advance on Guatemala, and at 
present all bostilities have ceased. The Gov- 
ernments of Costa Rica and Nicaragua have 
pledged their support to Ezeta, and that it 
was the knowledge of this that brought 
Guatemala to terms. Honduras has gone over 
to Guatemala’s support, and in so doing is 
charged with double dealing. There is a 
plan on foot to take effect when peace is de- 
clared whereby Costo Rica, Nicaragua and 
Salvador will forma union on the plan set 
forth in the Congress of the five Central Am- 
erican Republics. 


1 he News at Washington, 
WASHINGTON, D. C.., Aug. 19.—The an- 


Salvador and Guatemala has been completed 
will excite general surprise here in diplo- 
matic circles, because the impression has pre- 
vailed that hostilities were about to be re- 
newed. The opinionis general that if Gen. 
Barrillas has consented to make peace with 
Gen. Ezeta on terms recognizing the latter’s 
Government as the legal de facto Govern- 
ment of Salvador, itis because he feels that 
he can no longer control his own people, and 
because he fears the active interference of 
Mexico.. Seeing that the people of Salvador 
are heartily sustaining Ezeta, and with 
the prospect facing him of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica joining forces with Salvador, 
he has concluded to acceps the inevitable. 
There will be much curiosity to know what 
part Minister Mizner has had in bringing 
about this happy solution. Indeed, the war 
was considered a terrible blowto Mr. Blaine’s 
arbitration scheme, following, as it did, so 
close upon the adjournment of the Pan Amer- 
ican coaference. None of the officiais of the 
State Department could be seen regarding the 
reported peace owing to the lateness of the 
hour, but it was learned late yesterday that 
nothing had been received from Minister 
Mizner on the subject. Indeed, here the situ- 
ation was thought to be far graver than at any 
previous epoch. According to all reports 
President Barrilas had utilized the armistice 
for the purpose of gathering troops and sup- 
pressing internal disorder, and he 
was said to be in far better 
shape to meet the victorious Salvadoran 

than when flushed with victory, they were in 
full march on his capital. At the same time 
Gen. Bogran, President of Honduras, seemed 
to have recovered from his alarm occasioned 
by the defeat and death of Gen. Rivas and the 
consquent exposure of his secret machina- 
tions against Salvador, and to have been 
ready to make common cause with Guatemala. 
Gen. Ezeta, on the other hand, seemed to 
have gained nothing by the armistice and to 


have lost valuable time in which he might 


have struck a decisive blow, while his ene- 
mies were reorganizing their shattered lines 
and repairing losses. Much interest was felt 
here in the probable attitude of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica and they were thought te hold 
the key to the solution of the problem. Had 
they remained neutral, the opinion pre- 
vailed that Guatemala and Hondurus 
together would still be able to 
overcome little Salvador in spite. of 
her soldiers. On the other hand, had they 
moved to the succor of Salvador they would 
have promptly turned the tide in her favor. 
In diplomatic circles it was said the apparent 
bravado of Gen. Bogran in his reply te Gen. 
Ezeta’s demands might have been due to the 
fact that he had reason for relying upon the 
neutrality and consequent inaction of Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica, and therefore felt safe. 
Yet the conviction still obtained very ener- 
ally that Costa Rica and Nicaragua would not 
stand by idly and see Salyador overwhelmed, 
for they must have known that,she disposed of 
and crushed, their turn would speedily come.. 
The Ministers of beth countries are absent 
from Washington. Senor Don Volio, acting 
charge d’affaires for Costa Rica, has been 
bere, but he received a private letter by last 
Saturday’s mail from home and left hastily 
for New York.

AUTUMN FRUITS, 


The Crops Reported Very Light—Shipments 
From California. 


New YorK, Aug. 19.—The outlook for some 
autumn fruits this year is not encouraging to 
consumers. Early pears, peaches and apri- 
cots have been so few and far between in this 
market that heavy shipments from California 
have been attracted to New Tork 
that would ordinarily have gone to Chicago. 
From one large fruit ranch in that 


State alone 15,000 crates of apricots and the 
same number of boxes of peaches, each con- 
taining about 18 pounds of fruit, besides 5,000 
boxes of pears, seach weighing 40 pounds net, 
have been received so farthis season and 
10,000 boxes more are expected.

It is too 
early yet, said the fruit man, to speak 
definitely of the guince crop. In Orange 
and Uister Counties grapes have been almost 
ruined by mildew, which has destroyed a part 
ofthe crop in Columbia County also, but in 
the northern part of the State there is a heavy 
crop and grapes are doing well in the Seneca 
Lake region.

O'CONNOR FOR SLANDER. 


A Leng Stery About Plans Stolen, Recovered 

and Copied—Mr. Bosley’s Zeal in the 
Publit Service Leads Mr. O’Connor te 
Make Seme Very Uncemplimentary Re- 
marks, and Hence These Proceedings. 


For the further edification of a long suffer- 
ing public a member of the School Board has 


commenced trouble afresh in the beard which. 


in dug time will cause to be aired in the 
courts the inner workings of the board and 
perbapsthe inner character of a member. 
E. M. Bosley by his attorney,Jno. B. Dempsey: 
filed a suit In the Circuit Court this morning 
against Edward J, O’Connor for $10,000 
for alleged sianderous statements made 
several weeks ago by U’Connor which, Bosley 
Claims, has damaged his reputation in the 
sum named. Thesuit grows out of a very 
disagreeable affair that occurred July 30, A 
few days previous to that date there had been 


a meeting of 
THE BUILDING COMMITTEE 

of which John W. O'Connell was made chair- 
man. Atthat meeting the plans of Fuller, 
Warren & Co. of Chicago for heating and ven- 
tilating Colored School No, 1 came up and 
after some discussion were accepted. Certain 
members of the Auler faction were present at 
this meeting as at former meetings 
and never lost an opportunity to make a pro- 
test when anything was done or said by the 
Millerites. When the committee adopted the 
plans Attorney Macklin was present with Mr. 
Bosley, and they fairly howled their 
protestations and yowed they woald 
get even. On July 30 Bosley entered 


Assistant Secretary Hammerstein’s office and 
as a member ofthe School Board demanded 
the plans adopted by the Building Commit- 
tee. Hesaid he merely wanted to examine 
them and retired to a private room adjoining 
Hammerstein’s office. 

CAUGHT STEALING THE PLANS. 

A member of the board passed by this pri- 
vate room shortly after Bosley was given the 
plans and saw a young man working away at 
a terrific rate of speed copying them. Mr. 
O'Connor was in the building at the time and 
was immediately informed of the situation. 
He wentto the private room and saw what 
he had been told was true. The draughtsman 
told Mr. O’Connor he had been employed by 
Mr. Bosley to copy the plans and be quick 
nbout it. Mr. O'Connor took both the origi- 
nal and the cop as far as it had 
been made an told the young 
man he could go. The plans were 
given to Mr. Player, who sald Mr. Bosley had 
obtained them without his knowledge. Mr. 
O'Connell, chairman of the Building Commit- 
tee, was informed of the attempt just made 
and pronounced the affair a high-handed 
plece of business and unbecoming a gentle- 
man. He at once ordered the plans turned 
over to Mr. Lee, the Schoo! Board engineer, 
with instructions to allow no one to see them. 

BROKE OPEN THE DESK. 

That afternoon Messrs, Macklin and Bosley 
secured a writ of repievin from Justice Kane 
and going to Engineer Lee’s oflice, broke open 
his desk intending to take the plans and help 
themselves to = ies of them. The plans 
were not there. Föiled inthis attempt, they 
threatened to break open the safe, but need-

get at the plans Mr. Bosley secured a 

. copy of the specifications Fuller, 

arren & Co. sent out to builders, aad going 
do the Secretary’s office, asked Mr. Bernoudy 
to copy them. It would take avery rapid 

enman two days to do the work, so Mr. Bos- 
ey only marked 0 ecial passages which he se- 
cured copies of. hen asked why he was 80 
anxious to secure the plans, he said he was 
acting for the best interest of the public and 
wanted to assure himself tbat Fuller, 
Warren & Oo. would carry out their contracts 
The amount to be spent for heating and ven- 
tilating Colored School No. 1, he said, would 
build the school, including the apparatus. 

ALLEGED DEFECT IN THE PLANS. 

There were defects in the specifications, he 
said, especiaily in the matter of excavations, 
which would give contractors an opportunity 
to send in an enormous bill for extras. He 
denounced it an outrage, and said St. Louis 
Arms would be glad to do the work for much 
less. 

THE ALLEGED SLANDER. 

Mr. Edward O’Connor was told what Mr. 
Besley had said about the plans and his deep 
interest in the public welfare, to which Mr. 
O’Connor replied saying he thought Bosley 
must have forgotten his connection with 
the Siegel Gas Fixture Co., of which he was 
superintendent while still a member of the 
board, and how that firm secured school work 
through Mr. Bosiey’s influence. Mr. O’Con- 
nor said Bosley superintended the work per- 
sonally and sent in a handsome Dill for work 
which was never done and for material that 
were never used. He Mid a boiler was 
charged for in Bosley’s bill against the Frank- 
lin School that was never furnished, and that 
the discovery was not made untila year later, 
after the bill had been paid. After making a 
few — ersona) remarks about Bosley’s charac- 
ter O'Connor said the reason Bosley 
“wanted the plans was to get copies of them 
and give them toa friend who would underbid 
Faller, Warren & Co. and create a disturbance 
in the board. 

These are the statements Mr. Bosley objects 
to. He says they are false, slanderous and 
malicious and that by reason of samehe has 
been damaged in the sum of $10,000, for which 
he asks judgment and costs. He states also 
that both be aud defendant are members of 
tne School Board, and further that Edward J. 
O’Connor is the St. Lou ls agent for Fuller, 
Warren & Co., Chicago. 

School Director E. J. O'Connor smiled 
when he was apprised of Bosley’s action 
and said it did not give him the 
slightest concern. ‘‘Everything I ever said 
about Mr. Bosley,’’ continued Mr. O’Con- 
nor, 1 can prove when the time 
comes. The statements on which he 
bases his Claim for $10,000 can 
be substantiated. When the board was in- 
vestigating matters it developed that the con- 
ce which Mr. Bosley had re- 

eséeuted had received pay for 

ork \which had not been completed. 
A year later, and on Sunday, they went out 
and finished it.

A GROWING ELEPHANT- 


The World’s Fair has become a more 
gigantic and unmanageable elephant on 
the hands of Chicago than even her New 
York rival ever expected or predicted. 
She does not seem to be capable of form- 
ing a definite conclusion as to what she 
shall do with it. Her press, people and 
authorities are in an apparently intermin- 
able wraugle on the site question, and 
every proposed Settlement so far has been 
abandoned as impracticable or been 
crushed by the weight of opposition. 

The plan of making new ground on the 
lake front for a part of the Fair and 
locating the other part far away on the 
unimproved ground of Jackson Park ap- 
parently harmonized the more powerful 
of the warring interests for a time, and 
the constitutional amendment submitted 
by the special session of the Lllinois Legis- 
lature was especially drafted for the exe- 
eution of that plan. But now, too late, it 
is discovered that Jackson Park cannot 
be utilized; that United States engineers 
declare the lake front fill impracticable 
and destructive of the harbor of refuge 
constructed by the Federal Government 
at great expense. Even if the filling were 
practicable and unopposed by the Gov- 
ernment, the title to the new made land 
is yet to be decided by pending litigation, 
and the Illinois Central Railroad, which 
is claiming the lake front, refuses to pay 
anything towards the cost of filling. 

Insurmountable objections and indom- 
itable opposition are arrayed against all 
other proposed sites within the vast, but 
swampy limits of the city, and eligible 
sites beyond those limits are out of the 
question, because the act of Congress 
specifically requires a site in the city of 
Chicago. The forty-five directqrs are at 
their wits’ end, doing nothing and saying 
nothing, because all that has been done 
has come to naught, and in the multitude 
of counsel surrounding them they see a 
Babel of private snaps, but no ground on 
which they can Jpcate the fair without 
spending all their money for land and 
having nothing left for the fair.

EXT Monday a pri- 
mary election will be 
held in ali the wards 
of the olty under the 
call of the Bepudlican 
City Committee for the 
election of delegates 
to the State Conven- 
tion, whieh meets at 
Je n City on the 
Toth inst. The Central 
Committee will be 
elected at the same 
primary. The Repub- 
lican bosses seem to 
be taking more interest in the new Central 
Committee than the ward delegation that will 
go to Jefferson City. The new central organi- 


zation will make the arrangement for 
the city convention, and will con- 
trol the ecampaign that will follow. 


It will jikewise handie and disburse the cam- 
paign funds. For these reasons there isa 
lively desire on the part of many of the work- 
ers to get in the new central organization. 
Pohiman’s deputies and the office-holding 
voliticians will step down and out, but will 
have considerable to say as to who thelr suc- 
cessors shall be and the impression conse- 
quently prevails that although Pohlman will 
be out of the committee with his workers he

The Count of the &chedules in Hund Fintshed 
Reports From 12,000 Districts Vet te 
Come ia—Some Interesting Facts and 


Ficures About the Work of the Census 
Office. 


WasHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 19.~On Saturday 
last the Ceneus Bureau finished counting the 
schedules received up to that date. These 
returns were all but 12,000 of about 43,000 dis- 
tricts into whieh the country was divided. 
From the figures on band the total population 
is placed at 62,606,055, but it is believed that 
the districts to be heard from will increase 
the total to 64,470,000.

Each section produces 
fruit that differs from that of all others, and 
with a full rope there is little danger of one 
district driving another out of the market. 
THE LOUISIANA GROVES. 

„The very best large oranges are, Contrary 
to the general supposition, grown in Louis- 
lana, but the crop is small, and the 
chances of a failure are greater than in 
any other State. Certain isolated sections 
have a soil composed of a sandy loam that is 
strong enough forthe trees, and which has 
not the defect so fatal to most Louisiana 
groves—an excess of moisture. In these 
favored spots, generally situated on slight 
elevations, an orange is grown during favor- 
able seasons that can challenge the world, 
The skin ia thin, it is full of juice, very heavy 
for its size, and larger than any except the 
largest Havanas, which are half skin, while 
the pulp is never harsh and dry as is fre- 
quently the case with the Cuban variety, and 
not infrequently so withthe Florida-. The 
trouble is that such a grove does not produce 
a good crop more than once in three or four 
years. Heavy rains at the beginning of the 


warm season, followed by a hot sun, cause | 


the leaves to shrivel up, and spolls the fruit, 
The Louisiana crop is therefore by far the 
most unreliable of all. 

FLORIDA ORANGES. 

„We of Florida claim that in a good season 
we cannot only show a better average to the 
acre, but can putin the market a better gen- 
eral grade of fruit. In a reasonably favorable 
year all parts of the State send out an even 
crop, and one especialiy adapted to W 4 (heme 


While our oranges have not such delicate | 


skins as those of Louisiana or even Califoraoia, 


they are far removed from the thickness. 


characteristic of the Cuban fruit, and for 
the reason that the skins are thicker 
they bear transportation better than 
any other American oranges, and do sot have 
so be 1 and packed b particularly 
skilled men. The thickness ofthe skin also 
prevents them from ripening rapidly atter 
they have been shipped, and we are therefore 
enabled to allow them to remain on the tree 
longer than others. The best specimens are 
not as fine as can be shown * other districts, 
but I believe we can show a higher average, 
as the difference between the best and the 
poorest Fiorida oan is comparativel 
slight. The great trouble with our crop is 
that there is likely to be a general failure in a 
bad season. Conditions are so similar in all 
groves that weather that @ disastrous to one 
is apt to be highly injurious to al. 
THE CALIFORNIA CROP. 

„The California orange occupies a tion 
of its own. There the culture is bighiy locai- 
ized, and every county, almost every grove, 
has ite marked individual peculiarities. CI- 
mate, soil and rainfall vary widely within the

KNOWN BUSINESS MAN. 


4 Peculiar Case en Whichthe City Detec- 


tives Are Employed—Last Seen at the 
Union Depot Last Night—Jeseph Baum, 
Alis Partner and Brother-in- law, Dis- 
cuses the Affair—A Friend’s Opinion.

He is unmarried, 
57 years old and has been remarkable for his 
regular habits. Yesterday morning he 
was at business at the usual 
hour, and at 9 o’clock went out with 
two country customers to a neighboring 
restaurant. After a friendly glass the custom- 
ers went away and Mr. Levy started te return 
to the store. He did not return however. 

FROM THE TIME HE LEFT 

the store with the customers until noon to- 
day no one about the establishment saw bim. 
It was not usualfor him to absent himself 
from business all day, particularly without 
saying anything concerning his intentions to 
his associates, and when Mr. Baum learned 
this morning that Mr. Levy had not been at 
home all night he was alarmed. 

Messengers were sent to the Harmonie Club 
and to friends with whom he might have 
spent the night, but no trace of him 
could be found. He was not a drinking 


man, end as has been stated his rule of life 
was very firmly settied. When he was not 
found atthe club nor at the houses ef his 
friends his relatives became very much 
alarmed. 

Detectives Lawler and Desmond, who were 
assigned to the case, worked in the dark uatil 
shortly Pa noon, when Mr. Weinberg, a 
friend of the family, infermed Joseph Baum 
that he bad seen

last night. 

Telegrams were at once sent to Carrollton, 
Mo. and St. Joseph where Mr. Levy has sis- 
ters living asking for imformation concern- 
ing him. It was supposed that be might have 
gone to visit them, but his failure to notify 
any one of bis intention of going on such a 
trip being coatrary to his life-long habit, but 
little importance was attached to this theory 
by his friends. 

Mr. Baum said this afternoon, I have not 
the slightest idea where Mr. Levy has gone 
nor why he went. He was nota drinking man 

d so far as I knew be had no trouble of any 
ind. He had no business trouble. He went 
out of the store yesterday morning with a 
couple of customers, and when he left them 
they thought be was coming back 
to the store. All we know 
about his movements afterthat time is that 
Mr. Weinberg came in here a few minutes ago 
and said he saw bim atthe Union Depot last 
might about 9 o’clock. That is about the time 
the train leaves to zo to Carrollton, Mo., where 
he has a sister living, and so we ‘have tele- 
graphed there to find out if he went there. 
A FRIEND OF MR. LEVY 
said of him: Joe Levy never drank too 
much. He took a drink now and then, but 
never aby quantity. He was too old a man to 
begin. He had no fondness for low society 
and was a thorough gentleman. He bad all 
the money he wanted, but never carried any 
with him. It would bea very unusual thing 
to find him with $25 in his pocket. 
He lived with his brother-in-law Baum, and 
when he was not at home he was at the club 
or in the houses of friends. Those of his 
friends who have known his life for the past 
twenty-five years are completely mystified by 
hig disappearance. They don’t know what to 
think about it, and lam prepared to hear the 
worst concerning his fate.

TEN P&RSONS KILLED. 


A Terrible Accident on the Old Colony Read 
at Braintree. 


BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 19.—A® 1:30 this after - 
moon a call for surgeons and ambulances was 
received at police headquarters in 
Boston on account of a serious ac- 
cident om the Old Colony Railroad at 
Braintree. It is reported that eight persons, 
besides the engineer and fireman, were killed 


and twenty persons injured. The accident oc- 


curred at 1 o’clock near President's Bridge. The 
engine toppled over and the first car fell on 
top of it, setting fire to the train. 

LATER. 

The train jumped the track 100feet on the 
other side of President's Bridge. The 
first passenger coach fell on the 

ngine, the latter having toppled over. The 
engine set fire to the train. The fireman was 
instantly killed and the engineer fatally hurt. 
As far as can be ascertained there 
were eight passengers killed aud about 
twenty injured. The latter are for the greater 
part iojured by escaping steam, having 
been frightfully sealded. The Quincy 
Fire Department was called to 


the scene as quickly as possible and shortly 
afterward the fire was extinguished. Tne dead 
and injured were removed from the scene, the 
atter being taken into private houses and to 
e Quincy Hospital. The scene ofthe acci- 
ent is near the scene of the frightful Wollas- 
ton disaster a few years ago. The 
train is the Vineyard express, 
due in Boston at 1:10, and con- 
sists of five or six parior and passenger cars 
usually fully loaded, It is usually running at 
forty miles an hour near this point. 
8:15 p. m.—At the Vid Colony office here the 
officials state that the number of deaths will 
probably reach twelve.

CAUSING ALARM, 


The Revenue Cutter Corwin Ordered te the 
Behring Sea. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 19. — Dispatches 
yesterday from San Francisco stated that 
some alarm is felt about the safety of the 
revenue cutter Uorwin which sailed from Port 
Townsend some time ago. The Corwin on 
Saturday received orders to proceed to Behr- 
ing Sea at once and is now en route to Seattle 
to coal, after which she will proceed north, 
first going to Sitka. Capt. Hooper says he bas 
orders to act under the first instructions re- 
ceived, These instructions authorized a very 
vigorous policy and were rescinded and a 
more conservative course authorized when the 


Richard Rush sailed. The first orders directed 
the captains of the cutters to seize ail vessels 
where there was any circumstantial evidence 
to show that they had been 1 The 
prizes were to be stripped of all bunting, their 
skinsand papers were also to be taken and 
only enough provisions left on board to last 
the vessel and prize crew until the nearest 
port was reached. The subsequent orders 
were that tbe cutters should serve all vessels 
found in the sea with a copy of President Har- 
risan’s prociation and if the vessel was seen 
againto capture it. The department, Capt. 
Hooper’s orders indicate, has determined 
that the more vigorous policy should be fol- 
lowed and although it is late in the season all 
sailing vessels found poaching are to be sum- 
marily deait with. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 19.—When Assist- 
ant Secretary Nettleton of the Treasury De- 
partment last night was shown the Tacoma 
dispatch be read it over reflectively, and 
after some hesitation he said.

THE HEAT LIGHTNING. bg 


It Is Only a Reflection of Chain Lightning 
From Below the Horizon, 


From the Washington Post. 

„Look at the heat lightning over in the 
west. It will be cooler to-night.’’ 

The above remark was overheard by an 
elderly naval officer. 

Pardon me, but you are migtaken,’’ said 
the naval man; ‘‘there {s no such thing as 
heat lightning in contradistinction to chain 
lightning, which accompanies a storm. By 


the term ‘heat lightning,’ so frequently and 
incorrectly used, people refer to the sheet 
like flashes which they see off jn the distance, 

usually near the horizon and which are so tar 
9 that no thunder can be heard. 

Now, the fact of the matter 16, continued 
this well-informed’ old seaman, what they 
really see is simply arefiecsionin the clouds 
or sky ofthe regular chain 1 — atteud - 
ing a local storm miles and miles ates bs Very 
often, on a sultry night, you will notice three 
flashes, or rather their reflection, in several 
different directions.

When it is well saturated with moisture these 
reflections, which appear as ‘sheet lightning,’ 
so called, are visible many miles, and if you 
are sufficiently near you would hear the re- 
port and soon become convinced that there is 
no such thing as heat lightning’ unaccom- 
panied by thunder.’’
